Mike Schaff— My experience with Kids Hope USA this 
year has been positive, fulfilling, and really makes me feel 
like God is using me in an important way. 

Through Kids Hope I have been introduced to a 3rd grade 
boy that has a bit of a reputation for being a "tough pro- 
ject." As I've come to know my Kids Hope child, I have 
been shown first-hand just how much a child's life at home 
drives their success. When I hear about what life is like at 
home for him, and compare it to the environment my own 
children live in, it's just heartbreaking. It's shaping not 
only his performance and grades, but his self-image, his 
relationship with classmates, teachers and others. 

When my Kids Hope child and I began to work together, he 
couldn't pass a spelling test that covered 6 three-letter 
words. We started working together on his spelling list 
during our mentoring sessions. On his last two tests, he 
got all the words right, and his teacher told him he'll be 
moving up to a more difficult set of words each week. 

Just one caring adult giving him attention for an hour a 
week, and he's getting 100% on spelling tests. It's not a 
huge accomplishment, but I can tell that he's feeling good 
about it. If I can help him find some confidence, I really 
think it will change things for him. 

I won't say it's been easy. Some days are a real challenge, 
other days, the hour flies by as we finish off some work, 
and then play "Go Fish." The look on his face when he 
thanked me today as I was leaving made it clear that he is 
glad to have me as a mentor.

One woman, a regular attendee, shared how this 
group of people has become her family .... people who love and accept her just as she is without judging her for past poor 
choices .... so much more loving than the family she was born into. Another regular expressed his thankfulness for all the 
new friends he'd made this past year at Common Cathedral. These friends are what kept him coming back every Friday 
night and they always greeted him with love and acceptance just for who he is today. 

Hearing all of this, lyrics from JJ Heller's latest hit song kept running through my head "who will love me for 

me, not for what I have done or what I will become? Who will show me the love, the love that I've never known?" It's a 

joy to be a part of this to witness the love and grace being extended and received by so many "just for who we are

SERVING in the MILITARY 

Jared Adams— My Navy career began on August 7, 2008. I boarded a plane nerv- 
ous, excited and scared headed for Great Lakes, Illinois. The arrival at bootcamp was 
mostly what I expected, getting yelled at never has bothered me though. I joined 
the Navy to pursue a life of aviation. After bootcamp my aviation career began in 
Pensacola, Florida. There I attended aircrew school. Numerous tests and physical 
screenings. The most memorable was swimming a mile with a flight suit on. While 
at aircrew school, an opportunity presented itself to me, and I accepted the chal- 
lenge. I volunteered to be put in the training pipeline to become a Flight Engineer. 
(FE) Upon completion of aircrew school, I moved across base in Pensacola to attend 
an aviation electronics school that lasted about 3 months. 

When my time in Pensacola was up, it was time to check into FE school four 
hours down the road in Jacksonville, Florida. Considered to be the Navy's most diffi- 
cult aviation schools, I was nervous yet motivated to complete the school with an 
attrition rate of 65%. The next nine months consisted of tons of studying. Aircraft 
limits and procedures were engrained in me to the point where I dreamed about 
them. I knew it was bad when my roommate told me I was sleep talking about the electrical system of Lockheed's P3 
Orion. In December of that year I took my first flight in the P3 and that's when I knew I loved my job. I will never forget 
the first time I pushed the four power levers up and sent our turbo prop plane into the air. After completing FE school, 
I received orders to Patrol Squadron 4 located in Kaneohe Bay, Hawaii. After check-in I wasted no time before I got to 
work. As a Flight Engineer I preflight the plane, compute takeoff performance, start the engines, set power for takeoff, 
and while in flight monitor the dozens of gauges in the flight station. 

After four months in Hawaii I hopped on a P3 and after a quick overnight stay in Guam, we landed at Kadena 
Air Base located on the island of Okinawa, Japan where I currently am. I will be here for a couple more months and 
then move once again to Bahrain in the Middle East. I look forward to getting home and seeing my family. By far the 
hardest thing about the military is being away, being away from really everything you've ever known, everybody 
you've ever known, and everything you love about home.

As a ministry we look ahead to this new year, and want to take some 



time to reflect back on 2010. It is always powerful to take time to stop and look over what the last year has held. This 
isn't quite a review but just a great reminder of what all God is doing and a taste of things to come... 

• In January of 2010, I spent a week in Michigan working on my Spiritual Formation masters degree. It was here that 
God opened my eyes even wider to the depth and breadth of His love for every area of my/our life. This 'holistic' ap- 
proach of seeing God's desire to transform everything about me has forever changed the way I see my spiritual journey 
and that of others. 

• For our season of Lent, we had a powerful collaboration with Youth & Education where we came up with the Mis- 
sion Possible theme. We challenged families each week to get more and more plugged into serving and doing missions, 
in the home, in our neighborhood, community, state and beyond. 

• We took a team of 16 teenagers and adults to Minnesota for our first Stover's Project. Stover's Project is a vision 
made reality of a past youth worker who passed away in 2009. Mike Stover had the dream of doing homeless ministry 
with his brothers and having students realize the gifts and bounty we have and how God calls us to live with hearts of 
generosity. This mission trip has forever changed the lives of so many of our students and leaders. We can't wait to 
release information about Stover's Project 2011. 

• There is nothing like two charter busses full of teenagers and adults traveling on a mission trip. In July we took 85 
youth and adults to Parsons, Kansas where we participated in helping restore homes of over 65 residences with 400 
other teenagers from around the United States. We watched our youth grow closer together and more importantly 
closer to God. We saw our students come together and raise enough money to replace a lady's garage door opener, 
and help provide over $500 for a family in need in the community. Our 2011 mission trip will be no less amazing. 

• For the 2nd year in a row, Youth and Worship & Arts came together to put on a Performing Arts Camp that we call 
PACamp. This past year came about as a vision for the homeless and orphanages of Haiti. In four days 60 youth, ages 6- 
18, came together to learn dance moves, singing numbers, build three separate stages, learn solos, and above all, grow 
closer together and closer to God. 

• I am personally excited to finally see us getting our regular routine ministry going for our High School & Middle 
School youth beyond the normal offerings. In September we launched what we now call the FiLL. It comes from John 
6:35. This verse is a plea for us to find our all in Jesus and Jesus alone. We gather every 2nd & 4th Sunday nights in the 
newly renovated Fellowship Hall/Family Life Center. We have a huge group game that gets everyone connected, some- 
times have worship, pray, break into small groups and dive deep into some powerful lessons from the LIVE Curriculum 
for Simply Youth Ministry . We are super excited to see where God will be taking us in 2011. 

• It has been incredible watching so many of our youth grow in leadership— from our student-lead worship group at 
Faith Community called Leap of Faith, to students serving the homeless each Friday night, students showing their devo- 
tion for God on and off the field. It is amazing, to say the least, to watch our youth grow in their God-given gifts. 

• It warms my heart every time I see our leaders connecting more and more with our youth. We have started a 
weekly leadership email to encourage them to grow as leaders. What a pleasure it has been to walk alongside some of 
the best youth workers I have ever had the pleasure of working with in my eight years of ministry. Beyond that, it is 
powerful to not only watch our leaders want to serve, but also to realize their need to grow closer to Christ— leaders 
who realize the journey doesn't end when you reach a certain age. 

• We also started two new ministries this past year: S.O.S. (Serving Others Secretly) & 7ten. S.O.S. has become in- 
credible as every other month, our youth go into the community and help with different projects such as making sand- 
wiches for the homeless, collecting over 1,500 lbs of food for the food pantry in Longmont, and wrapping gifts for Op- 
eration Christmas Child. We have seen our students learn more and more about what it means to have a servant's 
heart through these activities. 7ten are our monthly fellowship events. We have seen 80+ youth come to bowling 
events, Christmas Parties, Guys only/Girls only events. 

• 2011 has some AWESOME events in store as well. Continued... 
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• One that excites me very much is the new ministry role I will be moving into in 2011. Our hope is to hire an Associ- 
ate Youth Director to come and help with our ministry and take us to the next level, while I move into the role of Spiri- 
tual Formation and Family Life. In short, we will be focusing on our ministry's goals of making disciples, offering oppor- 
tunities and experiences for folks to be transformed and grow closer to Christ, and working hand-in-hand with the 
launch of new programs from our Christian Education Ministry. For Family Life, having more contact with parents and 
providing resources to help in their roles as spiritual caregivers and parents. Also, we will be focusing on Young Adult 
ministry & Mission trips. Sounds like a lot, but with so much of our ministry already being done well, I will be able to 
help improve and challenge the way we do some things. It is truly a blessing to even be considered for this position, 
and I am very excited and prayerfully ready for it. 

2010 has been amazing, and I cannot wait to see where God is going to be taking us in 2011.
